Marvin’s role is to provide daily 
oversight in several areas of the 
renovation effort, including, design 
and requirements integration, space 
management, relocation planning and 
equipment certification.

Demolition Progress on 
Wedge 2, Phase III…
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The elevated slab is placed over the Screen House sump pit.  The slab 
needs to be finished before installing the traveling screens and screen 
wash pumps.  
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A total of four pre-cast beams were 
installed to support the elevated concrete 
slab placed over the Screen House Sump 
Pit.  
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Wedges 2 through 5 encompass 4.5 million square feet 
of Pentagon space to be renovated by 2010.

A new intake water line will supply condenser water to 
the Pentagon air conditioning chillers and the outfall line 
dispenses warmed condenser water into a local 
waterway.
